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Manuel da Luz - Pushing Portimao ahead 


Thrust into the role of Mayor of Portimao in 
December 1999 after his predecessor 
Nuno Mergulhao died in a traffic accident 
between Portimao and Lisbon, Manuel da 
Luz is now the third-longest serving mayor 
of Portimao since it became a city in 1 924. 

In an interview granted this week to The 
Portugal News, Manuel da Luz explains 
how he has forced numerous changes that 
have propelled the city to unprecedented 
heights both on a national and international 
level. 


Describing his most recent 
mandate, which he initiated in 
2005 , Manuel da Luz reveals how 
he andhis team have “broughtlife 
back into the city”. 


As a result, he boldly states: 
“I am confident I will gain another 
term in office, I have to”, as he 
starts running through the vast 
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list of achievements in recent 
years and those he would like to 
see concluded during his current 
mandate which ends in 2009 or if 
re-elected, by 2013. 

“Public transport has im- 
proved vastly with the introduc- 
tion of the Vai e Vem minibus sys- 
tem”, which now covers most of 
the city with users paying a rate 
of € 1 , though pensioners and stu- 
dents receive substantial subsi- 
dies when using this unique serv- 
ice. 

He continues: “It’sbeenaman- 
date in which the 
city has become 
a brand and 
gained interna- 
tional promi- 
nence”. 

The addition 
ofaracecircuitis 
set to boost Portimao’ s standing 
even further, he says, rubbishing 
mmours that building at the venue 
is behind schedule. 

Speaking by telephone to the 
promoter of the Portimao race 
circuit during the interview, it 
was confirmed that the project 
for the venue was on track and 
that the inaugural Super Bike race 
in November will go ahead as 
planned. 

But the case of the old bridge 
crossing between Portimao and 
Lagoa is not as certain, with 
Manuel da Luz admitting he is 
doubtful the bridge would be 
fully operational by March 2009 
as planned. 

“Work on the old bridge is the 
responsibility of Estradas de 
Portugal (National Road Com- 
pany)”, he says in his defence, but 
adds: “The renovation work had 
to be carried out. This was a dis- 


aster waiting to happen as two 
pillars were in a terrible state.” 

But there is some positive 
news for locals dreading the ar- 
rival of summer. 

“From the second fortnight of 
July to the second fortnight in 
September the bridge will open 
to traffic once re-surfacing has 
been done”, pledged the Portimao 
Mayor. 

“A new bridge makes sense”, 
he replies when questioned on the 
viability of such an option. “This 
is an old bridge and traffic is set

to increase, especially with the 
opening of the new marina in 
Ferragudo and the pavilion”. 

However, the Government, 
with whom he shares political 
allegiances, “Does not see a third 
crossing over the Arade as being 
urgent, so Portimao and Lagoa 
will have to create a certain ur- 
gency”, he says. 

The cost of a third crossing is 
estimated to be in the region of 
around five million euros. 

In the meantime, riverside 
business is being deeply affected 
by the bridge’ s closure. 

“The Arade Pharmacy, once 
one of the busiest in the city, now 
say they hardly have enough 
money to pay the rent”, agrees 
Manuel da Luz. 

“Traffic is a big problem in 
Portimao. We recognise that traf- 
fic here is horrendous”, he says, 
but names a number of new 



routes he hopes will alleviate 
some of the congestion. 

“Construction of a new dual 
carriage-way in the area of Alvor 
aerodrome will commence by 
2009, and so to will work on an- 


other dual carriage way between 
Maxmat and E.Leclerc towards 
the Penina church”, he explains. 

A new roundabout will be built 
alongside the Hospital Santa 
Casa de Misericordia on the V6, 
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which, along with work on the 
roundabout at Continente, he 
believes will solve another black 
spot in the city. 

While construction has flour- 
ished under his mandate, often to 
the disgust of residents and op- 
position councillors, Manuel da 
Luz explains he is powerless to 
stop most of the building as they 
were approved under “old li- 
cences” which he cannot em- 
bargo. 

“There are many large build- 
ings that will be built, especially 
in the Praia da V au region, and we 
won’t be able to stop 
them”. 

Frowning, he repeats a 
phrase he says he uses of- 
ten with builders looking 
for a pot of gold in 
Portimao: “Y ou are build- 
ing your own graves.” 

He admits though, “I 
would like to have more 
villas”, but as they are “ex- 
pensive to build and prof- 
its margins are low”, few 
are interested. 

On a sporting note, he re- 
vealed that the stadium 
hosting Second Divison 
Portimonense will be demol- 
ished, but only once the new one 
has been built. Similarly, the ten- 
nis club will be moved to a new 
location between the city and 
Praia da Rocha. 

On the topic, he said Portimao 
City Hall will do its utmost to 
support Portimonense, “as foot- 
ball is an excellent way of promot- 
ing a region.” 

As for the Dakar Rally, “It is 
history, though we are currently 
negotiating anew deal, details of 
which I cannot reveal at this 
stage.” 


Horse riding and show-jump- 
ing is an area Manuel da Luz is 
looking to boost. 

He believes horse racing is in- 
evitable, saying Portimao will be 
ready to act should legislation 
come into force legalising the 
sport in Portugal. 

Can Portimao cope with any 
more shopping centres? 

“No more major shopping ar- 
eas will be built. Excluding the 
two centres currently under con- 
struction, no more licences will 
be handed out. I have already said 
no to a maj or group who wanted

to build a shopping centre be- 
tween Portimao and Monchique 
as it would not be financially vi- 
able.” 

In terms of new schools, the 
equivalent of 50 new classrooms 
will be built in the next two years, 
accommodating around 1,250 
students. 

Rest-assured, we will be well 
served this summer with police 
reinforcements says Manuel da 
Luz. 

“We have been waiting for 
approval to have CCTV installed 
at key areas in Portimao for two 


years, but the National Commis- 
sion of Data Protection has been 
raising numerous problems. 

“I had been hopeful to have the 
system operational by this sum- 
mer, but now I am rather scepti- 
cal this will happen. 

We have teenagers and alcohol 
in Praia da Rocha, which is a dan- 
gerous cocktail. There is nothing 
else for young people to do ex- 


cept listen to music and drink. B ar 
owners, to whom I have been 
speaking, should look to create 
other attractions besides alco- 
hol”, he states. 

As for his political opponents 
in Portimao, he says: “I have an 
excellent relationship with mem- 
bers of the opposition in the 
Portimao City Hall”, and despite 
being surrounded by cities whose 


mayors are from parties belong- 
ing to the opposition PSD, he 
describes their relationships as 
being amicable. 

“We constantly need to look 
at new ways of promoting the 
city or we run the risk of losing 
our attraction to other venues, 
such as those in the south of 
Spain”, he reasons. 

As for the positive points of 


his city, and what should attract 
foreigners, he explains: 

“Portimao offers safety and 
security, climate and tolerance of 
peoples.” 

Looking to attract foreign in- 
vestment, he pledged to facilitate 
the acquisition of land, and as- 
sistance in overcoming red-tape, 
“Much as I did with the Portimao 
racetrack.”

Business, expatriate issues to donoinate Venezuela visit 



Portuguese Prime Minister Jose Socrates, accompanied by top-level government and business 
delegations, was set to conclude a three-day visit to Venezuela on Friday, during which he held talks with 
President Hugo Chaves in Caracas on a number of issues. 



Portugal’s ruling Socialist Party (PS) has 
used its parliamentary majority to override a 
no-confidence motion launched by the 
Communist Party (PCP). 


The PCP censure motion was 
mainly targeted against the gov- 
ernment’ s liberalised labour 
code, which the Communists la- 
bel as making the country “more 
unequal, more unjust and less 
democratic”. 

The initiative was backed by 
only the Left Bloc and MPs from 
the Green Party. 

Last Thursday’ s censure mo- 
tion, in which the main PSD op- 
position and rightist CDS-PP 


abstained, was the second tabled 
by left-wing parties against the 
government of Prime Minister 
Jose Socrates in the past five 
months. 

Last January, the Socialist 
majority downed a Left Bloc no- 
confidence motion tabled against 
the government’s decision to 
seek ratification of the European 
Union’ s reform treaty in parlia- 
ment rather than through a refer- 
endum. TPN/Lusa 


Presi(jent Cavaco Silva 
signs EU’s Treaty of Lisbon 


President Anibal Cavaco 
Silva, acting afterthe Portuguese 
parliament’ s recent ratification, 
formally signed the EU reform 
treaty last Eriday , describing the 
charter as a “step forward” in the 
construction of Europe. 

“The European Union is a de- 
cisive strategic anchor to as- 
sure a better future for the Por- 
tuguese”, Cavaco Silva said on 
signing the Treaty of Lisbon at 
Belem Palace in a ceremony co- 


inciding with Europe Day. 

The charter, which reforms 
the workings of the 27-nation 
bloc, took its name from the fact 
it was inked by EU leaders in the 
Portuguese capital last Decem- 
ber 13. 

About a dozen EU countries 
have already ratified the treaty 
and the remainder must follow 
suit for it to take effect as 
planned early next year.

Besides a series of key bilat- 
eral oil, construction, and mari- 
time accords. Prime Socrates’ 
visit aims to reassure the large 
Portuguese-origin community in 
Venezuela of Lisbon’s interest 
and attention, especially on their 
security concerns, officials said 
at the weekend. 

The Prime Minister will be ac- 
companied on the trip by his for- 
eign affairs, economic and public 
works ministers and three state 




secretaries. 

An 80-strong business delega- 
tion, largely composed of small 
and medium-sized firms, were 
also set to travel with Socrates in 
search of new trade and invest- 
ment opportunities. 

Portugal’ s oil company GALP 
also signed an accord with its 
V enezuelan counterpart PD V S A 
for the purchase of 30,000 bar- 
rels of crude per day, a deal worth 
between US$400 million to

US$500 million during Socrates’ 
tour of the Orinoco oil fields 
Wednesday. 

One-third of the oil will be 
paid for through the export of 
Portuguese goods, primarily 
pharmaceuticals, processed 
foods, technology and construc- 
tion materials. 

Euel at Venezuelan pumps is 
currently the cheapest in the 
world. 

Prime Minister Socrates was 
also scheduled to visit the port of 
La Guaira on Thursday, where he 
will witness the signing of an ac- 
cord for a Portuguese consortium, 
led by builder T eixeira Duarte, to 
revamp port infrastructures, in- 
cluding the construction of a new 
oil pipeline, in a scheme valued 
at about US$500 million. 

The oil-sector accords also 
calls for Portugal’ s Lisnave ship- 
yards to repair and maintain at 
least four V enezuelan tankers per 
year at a cost of about US$8 mil- 
lion yearly. 

While business lies at the cen- 
tre of the three-day visit, govern- 
ment sources in Lisbon told the 
Lusa News Agency that 
Socrates’ “first priority” was to 
discuss issues related to the 
600,000-strong Portuguese com- 
munity with Chaves and other 
Venezuelan officials. 

Portuguese dominate Ven- 
ezuela’ s retail sector and expatri- 
ate businessmen and their fami- 
lies have been frequent targets of 
kidnapping for ransom. 

“The prime minister plans to 
transmit a sign of support to the 
Portuguese community”, one 
Lisbon official said. 

At the weekend, Socrates’ of- 
fice set up an Internet site - 
www.missaovenezuela.gov.pt - 
to provide detailed coverage of his 
official visit, the third such initia- 
tive since his visits to China and 
Russia last year.

Reconstruction 

postponed 

Plans to reconstruct the evening last year 
when British girl Madeleine McCann 
disappeared from her family’s holiday 
apartment in the Ocean Club Resort, Praia 
da Luz, have been postponed until the end 
of this month as the McCanns’ friends, who 
dined with the couple on the night 
Madeleine vanished, have so far failed to 
confirm whether they will assist police 
detectives. 
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In the week that marked the 
fifth birthday of Madeleine 
McCann, it has emerged that a 
possible reconstruction of the 
night she went missing has now 
been scheduled for May 29* and 
30*. 

To ensure the investigation 
remains protected by secrecy 
laws, the Public Ministry has 
decided to prolong the deadline 
until which details were to remain 
undisclosed, from May 15*, for 
three more months, or until the 
reconstruction has been carried 
out. 

PJ police investigators still 
defend new investigations must 
be carried out, meaning the inves- 
tigation must continue to be pro- 
tected by secrecy laws. 

The McCanns have already 
made it known they are willing to 
return to Portugal to participate 
in the reconstruction, a position 
confirmed by their lawyer in Por- 
tugal, Rogerio Alves. 


According to sources though, 
the couple do not believe the re- 
construction will take the inves- 
tigation any closer to finding their 
daughter. 

For the reconstruction, all of 
the witnesses (the McCanns and 
their friends with whom they 
dined at the on- site Tapas bar on 
the night Madeleine disappeared 
- May 3rd, 2007) are required to 
be present. 

Should any witness refuse to 
participate, the reconstruction 
will not be carried out, police 
sources have indicated. 

This procedure is believed to 
be particularly relevant to fur- 
ther explore a statement from 
witness and the McCanns 
friend Jane Turner, who 
claimed she saw a man carrying 
a child in the vicinity of the fami- 
ly ’ s apartment shortly after one 
of the group, Gerry McCann, 
had been to check on the chil- 
dren.

Prime Minister Jose Socrates has 
decided to give up his smoking 
habit after causing a national 
outcry when he “inadvertently” lit 
up a cigarette on several 
occasions, on a TAP flight between 
Lisbon and Caracas, where he is 
currently meeting with Venezuela 
President Hugo Chavez. 


Following heavy criti- 
cism from anti-smoking 
lobbies, the Portuguese 
Prime Minister said he had 
stopped smoking earlier 
this week. 

Speaking after he made 
front page news, Jose 
Socrates said: “This episode 
has made me realise that 


smokers may inadvertently 
break laws and regulations 
of which they are ignorant. 

“I don’t know if the most 
recent laws apply to 
freighted flights, but the 
government has a special re- 
sponsibility and I also want 
to contribute”, said the 
Prime Minister.

New 
academic 
centre to 
study history 
ofPortuguese 
emigration 

The Government and a 
leading Lisbon university 
have signed an accord for 
the creation of a so-called 
Emigration Observatory to 
study the various aspects of 
Portuguese emigration 
worldwide. 

The observatory, agreed be- 
tween State Secretary for Com- 
munities Antonio Braga and the 
rector of the Labour and Business 
Science Institute (ISCTE), Lui 
Reto, will study migratory flows 
and the life ofPortuguese expa- 
triate communities with the aim 
of preparing a history of Portu- 
guese emigration. 

Describing the initiative as a 
“turning point”, Braga said the 
observatory’s studies would be 
made public through a dedicated 
Internet portal and a future Mu- 
seum of Emigration. 

The observatory would have 
an annual budget of €75,000, he 
added. 

Portugal’s political parties 
applauded the move unani- 
mously, while the government’ s 
consultative body on emigration, 
the Council ofPortuguese Com- 
munities (CCP), described it as a 
“good initiative”. 

Braga said the observatory 
would aide the government in 
planning policies for expatriate 
communities and the “interna- 
tionalisation” of the country’s 
economy, noting that there were 
some 120,000 Portuguese- 
owned businesses abroad.

Spain up 43% 

□ The numbers of Portuguese officially living 
in neighbouring Spain has risen by 43 
percent in the past year, according to 
figures from Spain’s Permanent 
Observatory for Immigration released last 
week. 

Just under 1 10,000 Portuguese 
were living in Spain with official 
authorisation at the end of 
March, 32,900 more than in the 
same month in 2007. 

However, the real numbers of 
Portuguese opting to live and 
work temporally, or on a more 


permanent footing, in Spain is 
significantly higher. As EU na- 
tionals, many Portuguese chose 
to live in the larger Iberian state 
using only identity documents 
issued in Portugal in their deal- 
ings with Spanish officialdom.

Lisbon plans to 
kick-start 
Lusophonebloc 
in July 

Portugal plans to “energise” the eight-nation Lusophone 
bloc when it assumes the rotating presidency of the 
Community of Portuguese Language Countries (CPLP) 
next July from Guinea-Bissau’s current leadership, 
according to the speaker of the Portuguese parliament. 


“Portugal hopes to strongly 
energise the CPLP on assuming 
the presidency, and Brazil will 
always have a very prominent 
place in this community, given its 
economic, pohtical and global im- 
portance”, Jaime Game said 
Monday during a visit to the Bra- 
zilian capital. 

Portugal will exercise the 
presidency of the Lisbon- 
headquartered bloc for two years. 

Established in 1996, the CPLP 
binds Portugal and Brazil to Lis- 
bon’ s five former African colo- 
nies andEastTimor in defence and 
promotion of the Portuguese 
language and a wide array of mu- 
tual aid and development pro- 
grammes. 


Gama was in Brazil to partici- 
pate in ceremonies marking the 
200th anniversary of the flight to 
the then Portuguese colony, of 
Lisbon’ s court ahead of invading 
Napoleonic forces. 

He described Portugal-Brazil 
relations as having “grown 
exponentially” in recent years in 
trade, investment and cultural ex- 
change, as well as in the hosting 
of large immigrant communities.

Next month, ministers and 
representatives of the EU’s 27 
countries will meet in the 
Erench capital to debate the 
proposed pact. 

Portuguese state secretary of 
home affairs Jose Magalhaes 
confirmed Portugal has been 
closely following the pact’s 
progress, which aims to find 
common orientations regarding 
illegal immigration, expulsion, 
asylum, and mutual support for 
development. 

“A strong political declara- 
tion is expected, with commit- 
ment to principals to be adopted 
by all, with ambitious objec- 
tives in terms of content and 
time tables”, said Jose 
Magalhaes. 

He elaborated that many 
topics would be discussed be- 
fore a pact is reached, though 
protests have already emerged 
from pro-immigration associa- 
tions. 

Amongst other facts, the 
Erench President argued that, 
on a European scale, only one 
in three decisions to expel an il- 
legal immigrant are actually car- 


ried through, in Portugal, it is 
one in five. 

In Portugal, an illegal immi- 
grant is detained the second time 
an irregular situation is identi- 
fied by SEP Border and Immi- 
gration officials, generally be- 
ing released and subject to 
‘TIR’ residency control. 

Even though this is the 
course of action most com- 
monly applied by judges, most 
illegal immigrants disappear, 
few voluntarily leave the coun- 
try. 

In 2007, 2,536 administra- 
tive cases were initiated with the 
aim of expelling an illegal immi- 
grant, slightly less than in 2006. 

However, only 5 1 1 of these 
individuals were actually 
obliged to leave the country, 
396 being legally expelled, 167 
being driven to the border, es- 
corted by two police officers or 
SEP inspectors. 

Of these, 342 were Brazilian 
nationals, 85 Ukrainian, and 36 
Cape Verdean. 

SEP maintains it is impossi- 
ble to balance out costs associ- 
ated with expelling an illegal im- 
migrant, which are not only re- 
lated to airfares, which cost, on 
average €900 to Brazil and €3 50 
to Eastern Europe, per indi- 
vidual. 

Last year 6,155 individuals 
were registered to have volun- 
tarily left Portugal, 3,963 were 
denied entry.

EU launches the 
second Young 
Translators’ contest 

EU Member States’ school students can try their hand at 
translation in the second ‘Juvenes Translatores’ (Young 
Translators) competition that the Commission launched 
this week. 


Encouraged by the enthusi- 
asm of, and positive feedback 
from the participants in the first 
contest, organised in 2007- 
2008, the European Commis- 
sion decided to organise it again. 
All EU schools will be invited 
to register between 1 Septem- 
ber and 20 October 2008 for the 
competition being held on 27 
November 2008. 

“The first contest was suc- 
cessful in promoting 
multilingualism and demon- 
strating the value of language 
learning, as well as in raising in- 
terest in the crucial but often in- 
visible profession of a transla- 
tor”, said Leonard Orban, Com- 
missioner for Multilingualism. 

“The comments we received 


from schools and participants 
showed that the experience was 
rewarding and that we were 
right on target. Therefore, we 
decided to organise it again.” 
The contest website (http:// 
ec.europa.eu/translatores) 
came online in the 23 official EU 
languages on 9 May. 

A number of schools will be 
selected from each Member 
State according to the number of 
votes that the Member State has 
in the Council of the European 
Union multiplied by two. 

This selection will be random. 
Each school will be able to reg- 
ister up to four students. 

In total 690 schools and 2760 
students will be selected to par- 
ticipate. 


Portuguese experts 
asked to help study of 
16 th century wreck 
found off Namibia 


Portugal has been asked to participate in the 
archaeological study of the remains of a possible 1 6th 
century Portuguese vessel discovered last month during 
diamond mining operations along the coast of Namibia. 


Joao Pedro Cunha Ribeiro, 
deputy director of Lisbon’s ar- 
chitectural and archaeological 
heritage management agency 
IGESPAR, told the Lusa News 
Agency last week, that Portu- 
guese authorities had been con- 
tacted to help in the identification 
process by the NAMDEB dia- 
mond consortium. 

NAMDEB, which is com- 
posed of the Namibian govern- 
ment and South Africa’s De 
Beers mining company, an- 
nounced their April 1 find, in- 
cluding a 16th century Portu- 
guese gold coin, along Namibia’ s 
southern coast on April 30. 

Cunha Ribeiro, indicating the 


likelihood the vessel was part of 
Portugal’s Indian fleet, said 
IGESPAR and the Culture Min- 
istry had yet to determine how 
to respond to NAMDEB ’s re- 
quest. 

The dispatch of a archaeologi- 
cal mission was a possibility, he 
added. 

“We are not involved in the 
debate as to whether it is ours or 
not”, he said. 

“It goes beyond that, to save 
our heritage”, Cunha Ribeiro 
added. “We have every interest 
in cooperating with local authori- 
ties to save an artifact that is ours 
- not in a material sense, but in a 
sentimental sense”.

Portugal ready to aid

Global anti- 
cormption fight 
brings experts to 
Lisbon conference 

International experts gathered in the 
Portuguese capital on Wednesday to discuss 
the global fight against economic and financial 
corruption. 


Organiser Luis de Sousa, 
a researcher at Lisbon’s In- 
stitute of Labour and Busi- 
ness Sciences (ISCTE), told 
the Lusa News Agency ear- 
lier this week the conference 
would debate how to over- 
come “institutional failure 
and the ways to show politi- 
cal power new opportunities 
to keep alive the agencies” 
involved in combating high- 
level corruption. 

De Sousa acknowledged 
there had been a “prolifera- 
tion” of anti-corruption agen- 
cies worldwide since the 
1990s, but that “successes 
had been few in comparison 
to failures” because many 


bodies had been set up with- 
out sufficient attention to 
“the contexts, the means and 
how to make them sustain- 
able over time”. 

The conference, the sec- 
ond of its kind since 2006, is 
organised under the spon- 
sorship of the European 
Anti-Fraud Office. 

It drew representatives 
from more than 20 countries 
and from the Organisation 
for Economic Cooperation 
and Development, the 
Council of Europe, the UN 
Development Programme 
and activist group T ranspar- 
ency International.

Alvito in the lower Alentejo, 
had the highest mortality rate 
over the five years studied, with 
1,321.3 deaths per one hundred 
thousand inhabitants. 

An additional three towns in 
the Beja district, Cuba, Aljustrel 
and Serpa make up the top four 
places with the highest propor- 
tion of deaths. 


The study, conducted by the 
National Dr. Ricardo Jorge 
Health Institute found that at the 
opposite end of the scale was 
Vendas Novas in the district of 
Evora, with 774. 1 annual deaths 
per 100,000 inhabitants. 

The Analysis of Mortality 
and Hospital Admittances by 
Councils in Continental Portugal 
(2000 and 2004)’, presented by 
Health Minister Correia de 
Campos, established the national 
mortality rate to be 964.8 deaths 
per 100,000 inhabitants.

One Portuguese among foreign oil

Lisbon Foreign Ministry 
sources told the Lusa News 


Agency they were aware of the 
kidnapping of overseas oil 
workers in Nigeria and were 
“trying to confirm whether a 
Portuguese national is involved.” 
Citing Nigerian Army Lieut. 
Col. Musa Sagir, AFP reported 
the attack on a boat carrying 


supplies for US oil company 
Chevron occurred late Tuesday 
in the south of Nigeria. The 
attackers are demanding a 
ransom of the equivalent of 
1 64,000 euros for the release of 
the hostages, added the 
Nigerian military official. 


FreeSat - New digital satellite service 



BBC and ITV have teamed up to launch a new no contract, no-monthly 
fee digital satellite teievision service to piace themseives in the new 
digitai era, and in direct competition with Sky. 


The new service was launched 
on 6* May and it will work as a 
complementary service to 
Free view. 

To be able to use this satellite 
service a satellite dish and a set- 
top box are required, costing 
from £49 for the standard box or 
£120 if you want HD 
technology. 

After the installation, users 
will be able to access 200 channels 
without paying a monthly fee or 
signing a contract. Although only 
80 channels were available after 
the launch, executives guaranteed 
that by the end of the year 200 
channels will be available. 

FreeSat has entered the market 
as an addition to Freeview, 
reaching a larger area of the 


population (98%) plus it will 
have several free High Definition 
broadcasts as the service makes 
use of the additional capacity 
available on satellite. 

Users who have Sky can use 
the same satellite dish to receive 
a signal for FreeSat and can even 
have both at home, but on 
different TV’s. 

All the leading broadcasters 
have joined FreeSat except for 
Five, but managing director of 
FreeSat said after rights issues 
had been tackled, it would also 
enter the new service. 

Despite the advantage of 
having a free satellite system. 
Frees at will not be able to provide 
customers with paid channels, 
for example SkySports or 


SkyMovies, so all the important 
premiership games might have to 
be watched at the local pub/bar. 

As for usage in Portugal, 
FreeSat uses the same signal as 
Sky TV, so a 1.33m diameter 
satellite dish should suffice, 
although a 1 . 8m is recommended. 
At the moment, purchase of the 
box in Portugal is not available 
although several companies are 
awaiting the arrival. You can 
order it from England, and 
installationis as simple as plugging 
the box in, if you already have a 
satellite dish.

Aimed at warning against mis- 
leading advertising and unfair 
practices on airline ticket selling 
websites, the EU has told airlines 
“act now or we will”. 

Half of the websites identified 
as misleading consumers or using 
unfair practices have been forced 
to clean up their act, the EU has 
announced. 

Of 386 sites surveyed (in 13 
EU countries and Norway), 137 
were penalised - but only half of 
these have made any improve- 
ments. 

The airline ticket findings 
came to light as part of an EU air- 
line sweep, a systematic check 
carried out in different EU coun- 
tries simultaneously to investi- 
gate breaches in consumer law. 

The sweep uncovered prob- 
lems with ticket sales throughout 
the airline industry, explained 
Consumer Commissioner 
Megiena Kuneva, “I hope opera- 
tors have now realised the deter- 
mination of the commission to 
act on behalf of consumers where 
necessary”, adding that if the air- 
lines in question don’t improve 
their sales and marketing prac- 
tices by May 1, 2009, the com- 
mission “will have no choice but 
to intervene”. 

Focussing on unjust contract 
terms, including, for example, sites 
which pre-select the more expen- 


sive options for you, the study’s 
findings revealed one third of sites 
required action to punish breaches 
of consumer law. 

Main irregularities included 
many sites that had multiple 
problems, such as misleading 
pricing, irregular contract terms 
and advertised offers which were 
unavailable. 

Other problems occurred 
across the board, from airlines 
through to tour operators, as well 
as showing a lack of transparency, 
since most EU countries are un- 
able to publish lists of offenders 
while cases are still in court. Some 
national surveys of airline book- 
ing sites have been published, 
however. 

As an ultimate goal, the EU 
aims to see the first price adver- 
tised as being the final price paid, 
any limitations on special offers 
being clearly flagged, andfair con- 
tracts available in the consumer’ s 
native language. 

Enforcement work will be 
stepped up, and the EU will 
monitor developments between 
now and May 2009 before decid- 
ing where it needs to intervene. 

Said Commissioner Megiena 
Kuneva “it is unacceptable that 
one in three consumers booking 
a plane ticket online is being 
ripped off or mislead and con- 
fused”.

Madeira, known now as “The 
Pearl of the Atlantic”, was first 
discovered in 1419 by Joao 
Gon9alves Zarco and Tristao 
Vaz Texeira. The volcanic is- 
land mass appeared to be unin- 
habited and entirely covered in 
woodland and its discoverers 
therefore named it “a Ilha da 
Madeira!' (The Wooded Is- 
land). Almost 600 years later an 
intrepid band of 37 members of 
the Algarve Wine Society, led 
by Vice President Michael 
Berger, made their own voyage 
of discovery to Madeira last 
week. 

The group arrived on Tues- 
day, May 6th, and gathered at 
their base camp, the Quinta de 
Bela Vista, a lovely small 5 star 
hotel in Funchal. First stop the 
next day was the Wine Lodge of 
the Madeira Wine Company in 
the old town. After a lunch at the 
Hotel Porto Santa Maria, a ca- 
ble car took everyone up to the 
Quinta do Monte, the home of 
Karl I, the last Emperor of Aus- 
tria, when he went into exile in 
1921, and a visit to the sub-tropi- 
cal gardens there. A few brave 
souls took the famous toboggan 
back to town afterwards. Dinner 
was at The Mohle, overlooking 
Funchal harbour. 

Vineyards were introduced to 
Madeira in the 15C, with stock 
imported from Crete and 
planted along the sunny, rich. 


volcanic soil of the south coast. 
The resulting wine was later 
known in England as Malmsey 
(in a butt of which the Duke of 
Clarence drowned). Although 
decimated by phylloxera in 
1852, the vines were success- 
fully replanted 20 years later by 
Charles Blandy and Thomas 
Leacock. The main focus of this 
trip by the Algarve Wine Soci- 
ety was to learn about, and sam- 
ple, Madeira’s very special 
wines. 

To this end Thursday ’ s activi- 
ties started with a tutored tast- 
ing of the wines of Barbeito con- 
ducted by cellarmaster Ricardo 
de Ereitas and featuring a 1900 
Madeira which was kindly do- 
nated from Mr. de Ereitas’ 
mother’s private cellar. After 
the tasting a magnificent lunch 
was had at Eorte de Sao Tiago. 
Dinner was in Vila da Came in 
the picturesque small town of 
Camara de Lobos (“Seal’s 
House”) west of Eunchal - a 
place so beautiful that Winston 
Churchill painted there when he 
visited Madeira in 1950. On 
Eriday, in between sightseeing, 
the group was back in Camara 
de Lobos to visit the Henriques 
& Henriques wine lodge. 

On S aturday the special AW S 
coach took the group over the 
Pico Ruivo, the highest point on 
the island (1,862 m) offering an 
incomparable panorama, and 
along the spectacular north side 


of the island via the “gold road”, 
boldly cut into the side of a cliff 
that plunges vertically into the 
sea below, from Sao Vincente via 
Seixal to Porto Moniz. Lunch 
was in Chao da Ribeira and the 
afternoon’s return journey took 
in Ponta do Pargo, the 
westernmost point on the island, 
and the southwestern coast, ver- 
dant with banana trees and all 
sorts of flowers. The Gala din- 
ner Saturday evening was at 
Reid’s Palace Hotel with Mr. de 
Ereitas regaling the group with 
his insights.. 

Of course, no visit to Madeira 
would be complete without at 
least one walk along a levada, or 
irrigation channel. The island is 
famous for this feature and there 
was ample opportunity Sunday 
morning for zealous members to 
explore the levadas. As the group 
broke up on Sunday afternoon to 
return to the Algarve all agreed 
that this exposure to a new and 
different part of Portugal had 
been absolutely marvellous. 

Only two events remain on The 
Algarve Wine Society’s Spring, 
2008, programme. The annual 
Gourmet Dinner will be at Vin- 
cent’s Restaurant in Almancil on 
May 30th and the traditional 
Summer Party will be on June 
29th at the Sagres Pousada, pre- 
ceded in the morning by a golf 
outing at Boavista GC in Lagos. 
As usual, there will be no further 
activity until September.

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Defence asks court 
to clear alleged 
violent burglars 


Skin cancer soars 
among middle classes 



Defence lawyers for five Ro- 
manian suspects who are be- 
lieved to have carried out a se- 
ries of violent break-ins of prop- 
erties in 2006 have asked that 
their clients be fully cleared of 
any charges as no witnesses were 
able to positively identify any of 
the individuals. 

On the other end, the prosecu- 
tion has asked that they be given 
the a maximum sentence for 
these crimes. 

Twenty-year-old Marius 
Lovin, Alexandre Stoica (29), 
Claudio Vilcan (29), Marius 
Lazer (3 1 ) and Ion Radu (31), all 
Romanain, are accused of carry- 
ing out violent robberies on the 
homes of foreigners, entailing 
holding their victims against 
their will, serious fraud and 
credit card abuse. 

They have been held in pre- 
ventative imprisonment for over 
one year, since being detained by 
GNR officers in January 2007. 

On the final day of their trial, 
which has been ongoing since 
March 3""', in their final statement 
the defence asked the jury to clear 
their clients of all charges, due 
to “lack of exact evidence”. 

Defense lawyer Carvalhinho 
Correia argued “We are still un- 
sure if it was these five or whether 
the perpetrators are still roaming 
free”, reminding the jury that not 
one witness accurately identified 
any suspect, as they carried out 


their crimes with their faces cov- 
ered by hoods. 

The defense also pointed out a 
number of contradictions made 
by the accusation, including a 
statement from a Dutch couple, 
owners of Casa Mara, which the 
five also allegedly broke into. 

The prosecution accused the 
five suspects of carrying out the 
crime on January 29*, whilst the 
couple in question claimed it was 
on “Sunday the 28*”. 

It was also argued that no di- 
rect connection was established 
between the suspects and cases 
of credit card fraud or money 
laundering either. 

Their modus operandi alleg- 
edly consisted of breaking into 
isolated houses, belonging to for- 
eign residents, and, through vio- 
lent intimidation, beatings and 
death threats, obtaining bank 
cards and their respective pin 
codes. 

Tying victims’ feet and hands 
with electric cords, stuffing their 
mouths or covering them with 
sticky tape, was also reported. 

GNR police announced the 
arrest of the five suspects, who 
are believed to have carried out 
violent robberies at 1 1 villas be- 
tween May 2006, and January 
3V\ 2006. 

Most owners were of Dutch or 
British nationality. 

The judge’s sentence will be 
read on June 6*. 


Whilst cases of melanoma, 
the most aggressive form of skin 
cancer, have almost quadrupled 
over the past four decades in 
Portugal, it is within the middle 
to high social classes that the 
maj ority of those cases occurred.

IPO’ s dermatology department, 
as well as director of the 
EuroMelanoma Campaign, 
2008, which kicks off on May 
26* and aims to raise awareness 
about the harmful effects of the 
suns rays. 

Bad habits and poor education 
regarding UV rays, as well as the 
middle and upper classes’ finan- 
cial flexibility to holiday in 
warmer climates as well as fre- 
quenting tanning salons have all 
been stressed as reasons as to 
why melanoma appears to selec- 
tively affect this specific sector 
of the population. 

Short breaks in tropical cli- 
mates are also harmful, accord- 
ing to specialists and dermatolo- 
gists, as the skin does not have 


time to adapt to abrupt changes 
in latitude. 

Other main causes of 
melanoma include exposure to 
sun during its strongest hours, 
lack of adequate protection. 


sun burn, and frequently using 
sunbeds in tanning salons, 
which if used ten times per 
year can increase the chances 
of contracting melanoma 
eight-fold. 


Also participating in the cam- 
paign is the Portuguese Associa- 
tion for Skin Cancer (APCC), 
who will be offering free check- 
ups in at least 25 hospitals 
around the country.

News in brief 

Swedish lady run over by taxi driver 

On Tuesday evening, at around 20h00, a sixty year old Swed- 
ish lady was ran over by a taxi driver in Infante D. Henrique 
Avenue in Lisbon. 

According to initial statements, the accident occurred because 
the lady chose not to use the zebra crossing to get to the other 
side of the busy road. She was transported by ambulance to the 
Sao Jose Hospital after having suffered serious injuries. 

New IKEA opens in 2009 

Swedish giants IKEA have j ust been given approval to open a 
new store in Loures. The project was granted by Loures Council 
representatives, the Lisbon Regional Territory Ordaining Com- 
mittee and the Department of Economic Affairs during a meet- 
ing this week. 

The new IKEA store should be open by the end of 2009 with 
a €60 million investment. 

After arriving in Portugal in 2004, IKEA hope to open five 
more stores by 2015. 

Their expansion plans include the five extra stores, two Inter 
IKEA Centre Group shopping centres and three S wedwood fac- 
tories, totalling a €660 million investment. 

Passenger with over 900 grams of 
cocaine arrested at Lisbon Airport 

On Wednesday, the Judiciary Police (PJ) announced the ar- 
rest of a passenger, of African origin, after they found 921 grams 
of cocaine, split into 69 capsules, inside his body. 

According to the Central Drug Trafficking Investigation Board 
of PJ, the 28 year old criminal is part of a large criminal organisa- 
tion and was used merely as a mule to bring the drugs into Portu- 
gal. 

He had already been related to drug trafficking offences and is 
now under Protective Custody. 

Portugal’s youths invited to become 
astronauts 

German astronaut for the ESA European Space Agency, Ernst 
Messerschmid, was in Lisbon this week to help recruit a new 
generation of astronauts by inviting Portugal’s youths to take 
up the challenge and consider a career in outer space. 

It is the first time Portugal has participated in the space pro- 
gramme ’s recruitment process, and it is the first to take place 
since the country joined the project in the year 2000. 

Held in the Pavilion for Knowledge and Living Science, the open- 
day brought lots of hopefuls to Lisbon, as well as those inter- 
ested in learning more about life in space. 

The selection process will start on May 19*, and anyone in- 
terested in signing up to become an astronaut should see website:

During a full day of speeches, 
debates, committee meetings 
and resolutions, 124 CAISL 
middle school students and 53 
St. Julian’s students partici- 
pated in and ‘modeled’ the struc- 
ture of the United Nations. 
Though CAISL Middle School 


Coordinator, David Price, pro- 
vided guidance for the event it 
was primarily organized and run 
by the students. This year’s 
keynote speaker, Mr. Curtis 
Stewart, former Economic Of- 
ficer at the US Embassy in Khar- 
toum gave a presentation on the 
UN’s role in Sudan and re- 
sponded to the student del- 
egates’ thoughtful questions. 

The delegates then moved 
into separate sessions, where 
they took on the roles of UN 
Member States, giving opening 
statements and debating the 
agenda item at hand. Many of the

While JMUN is a conference 
for middle school students, both 
younger and older students had 
significant roles to play as well. 
Seventeen high school students, 
veterans of other CAISL MUN 
activites, served as Committee 
Chairs for each agenda item, di- 
recting the order of events and 
following official parliamentary 
procedure. The Committee 
Chairs were also responsible for 
reviewing the submitted resolu- 
tions and selecting which issues 
to debate. Elementary students 
got a taste of MUN activities 
awaiting them in years to come. 
Grade five students took on the 
job of reporting on the events, 
sitting in on each session, taking 
notes and producing a newspa- 
per covering the day’s activi- 
ties. 

CAISL has an active Model 
United Nations programme 
which extends throughout the 
Secondary School. Each year, 
CAISL offers a Model United 
Nations course for Grades 9-12. 
The class is taught by the popu- 
lar Mr. Peter Andrews and fo- 
cuses on the structure and func- 
tion of the United Nations. In 
November, CAISL hosts the 
Iberian Model United Nations 
(IMUN) conference in which 
students simulate the UN Gen- 
eral Assembly and Security 
Council. The 13^'’ annual IMUN 
conference, held in November 
2007, brought together 275 stu- 
dents from 1 8 schools in 9 coun-

Fuel, from p.1. 

In the meantime, an increas- 
ing number of fire trucks and 
ambulances have j oined motor- 
ists at fuel pumps across the 
border in Spain, where the cost 
of diesel is cheaper by around 
ten cents a litre, while savings 
on unleaded octane 95 fuel are 
usually around 25 cents a litre 
or more. 

The Government’ s move to 
order an internal investigation 
comes as fuel at the pumps rose 
by an average of around three 
cents a litre this week, the 15* 
such increase in 2 1 weeks so far 
this year. 

News of the looming increase 
spread like wild fire on Mon- 
day evening, and motorists 
soon started queuing up at the 
pumps to save a couple of 
euros, before the cost of diesel 
climbed to €1.37 a litre and 
unleaded 95 octane fuel reached 
€1.48. 

Pumps were even busier than 
usual the following day, with 
many motorists arguing they 
had decided to refuel j ust in case 
fuel rose again in the coming 
days. 

Another feature of the fuel 
increases so far in 2008, which 
wiU undoubtedly be scmtinised 
by the Competition Authority, 
is that the cost of diesel has risen 
by a rate almost double that of 
unleaded fuel. With most pas- 
senger cars now diesel-pow- 
ered and all heavy vehicles 
driven by this fuel, profits have 
been maximised. 

Fuel retailers have this week 
joined the growing chorus of 
criticism against the incessant 
increases ordered by fuel sup- 
pliers in the country. 

The Portuguese Fuel Retail 
Association (ANAREC) has 
already indicated they suspect 
foul play. 

ANAREC chairman 
Augusto Cymbron has charged 
that the latest price hikes are 
“scandalous” in that fuel com- 
panies appear to be taking ad- 
vantage of the unstable climate 
to line their own pockets. 

“When you look at the case 
of BP, which in the first quar- 
ter of 2008, saw their profits

soar by 63 percent in relation 
to the same period last year, 
everything becomes clear. How 
can they continue to argue that 
the constant increases in fuel 
prices are motivated by the high 
cost of oil?” he questioned. 

BP Portugal has refuted 
these claims, saying that their 
profit margin “is only a few 
cents”. 

However, numerous fuel 
companies manage to remain 
profitable despite launching 
constant campaigns where 
motorists are handed discounts 
ranging from between three to 
seven cents a litre. 

The ANAREC chairman 
also appeared resigned to the 
fact that fuel at the pumps will 
continue to rise. 

“At this rate, we don’ t know 
how and when these increases 
are going to stop”, concluded 
Augusto Cymbron. 

Meanwhile, the National 
Association for Road and Pas- 
senger Transport (ANTROP) 
are fighting to have transport 
costs inflated by six percent in 
order to cover rising fuel costs . 

While the Government has 
been hesitant to allow 
ANTROP members to increase 
tariffs, it appears it has given in 
and will allow it to announce 
across-the-board price hikes 
this summer, which will affect 
public transport services, the 
cost of taking a taxi and the 
transport of merchandise 
across the country. 

In another related story, the 
small rightist CDS-PP party 
has tabled a bill in Parliament 
calling on Prime Minister Jose 
Socrates to compensate motor- 
ists for additional fiscal receipts 
that have filled state coffers this 
past year due to higher than 
anticipated fuel prices. 

According to the CDS-PP, 
the state budget for 2008, ap- 
proved last October, did not 
take the current fuel prices into 
account when estimating the 
receipts the state would obtain 
from VAT charged on fuel, de- 
manding the “Government re- 
turn extra taxes it received from 
citizens”.

Seashore Colour 


Seaside Fabric 


Although the seaside look is cool and classy, there’s nothing pre- 
cious about its decorative style, which is simple and clean. Sally says: 
“Part of the allure of living by the sea is the wealth of calming colours 
that characterise the coastal landscape. 

“To enhance the look, opt for a coastal palette. Aquablues, sea greens 
and oyster greys are ideal for a watery look. Neutrals in shades of sand 
and shell recall the hues of the seashore. The advantage of that is that 
walls painted in pale shades make your spaces seem bigger and brighter. 

“The occasional bolt of brilliant colour also works well in seaside 
interiors - scarlet, yellow and turquoise are all effective.” 

Plan to include large areas of white in any colour scheme - pearlescent 
whites create a shimmering shell-like feel, blue and green-toned whites 
recall foam-flecked waves. Grey - one of the most fashionable colours 
this year - is sophisticated and imbues the clean, washed tones of the 
seashore as well as carrying hints of misty horizons and pewter-col- 
oured seas. If you want a traditional look - opt for the classic blue and 
white. 

This decor scheme makes a perfect blank canvas for showcasing 
maritime objects such as splashy modem seascapes, a collection of 
blue ceramics or decorative items retrieved from the shore. 


Dress the Decks 

The beauty of beach huts or coastal homes is that they’re places 
where family and guests don’t need to worry about bringing the 
outdoors in, whether that’ s sand from their shoes or dripping swim- 
ming costumes. These are unpretentious, practical but cosy ha- 
vens with a ‘kick off your shoes and relax’ ethos. 

To recreate this feel, tongue and groove cladding, stripped floor- 
boards - painted white or stripped and varnished - or scmbbed 
flagstones are ideal. The latter recalls the smooth sheen of surf- 
polished pebbles. 

Sally says : “These homes are about comfort so use huge, squashy 
sofas, paint-flaked armoires, scrubbed tables and the odd chan- 
delier set alongside faded kelims, mstic log baskets and nautical 
paintings propped up against the wall.” Rattan and wicker furni- 
ture will add interest with its texture. 

Scour antique shops and flea markets for furniture. Waxed 
wooden furniture gives a feeling of rustic warmth, while glossy, 
varnished wood would give a more up-market colonial beach house 
feel. 

Companies such as The White Company, Willis & Gambier, 
and New England Lifestyle have excellent collections of well- 
designed white painted furniture that’ s appropriate for this look. 

If you adore life on the ocean wave, a replica rowing boat which 
doubles as a coffee table could appeal. A boat coffee table, at online 
company ‘notonthehighstreet’ is just one nautical- style product 
on offer. 

Hang a sailor’ s cap on a coat stand made from authentic wooden 
oars, which is from Nautical Living. 


Beachcombing 

Treasures from the seashore such as a basket of pebbles, even 
the kids’ old buckets and spades, or photos or paintings of sea- 
scapes, can transport you to the beach in an instant. 

Sally says: “Anything goes on the display front - from a massive 
model yacht in front of a fireplace to a display of straw sun hats 
randomly arranged on a wall. 

“Fishing tackle, fossils and feathers are also popular, while the 
natural beauty of shells are ideal for decoration and embellishment.” 

Witty, tongue-in-cheek touches - no matter what your setting - 
are always appealing. Maybe hang up a blue wooden ‘Gone to the 
Beach’ sign, from The Contemporary Home. 


Deck chair-stripes on 
blinds and loose covers, or 
sun-bleached neutrals on 
soft, washable fabrics, like 
pure cotton, are just some of 
the choices for beachfront 
style. 

But Sally says: “Don’t 
compromise on fabrics. Go 
for quality rather than quan- 
tity, with chic, simple mate- 
rials in classic seaside pat- 
terns like jaunty stripes or 
with maritime motifs. Make 
sure they’re all hard-wearing 
and washable, especially if 
you do actually live by the 
sea, where fabrics can take a 
battering from strong sun- 
light and salty air.” 

Window treatments should 
be strictly pared down and 
dressed with simple curtains 
or semi-transparent blinds in 
plain cotton, linen weaves, or 
streamlined louvred slats. If 
you’re fortunate enough to 
have a sea view, leave the 
windows bare so the view is 
part of the room. 

Fabrics such as nubbly lin- 
ens, rough hessian and wa- 
tered silk in a palette of sky 
blues, cloudy whites and soft 
greys create a soothing har- 
mony. 

Simple tickings, ginghams 
or even small-scale florals 
will work well. Sally says: “A 
striped blind would add a 
jaunty note, while a scatter- 
ing of cushions in beach- 
towel brights or a rug would 
make a vivid focal point.” 

There’ s no shortage of fab- 
rics to choose from in this 
style. Malabar’s Moka col- 
lection of handloom cotton 
stripes includes one in a clas- 
sic seaside blue, all £25.50 
(€32) a metre. 

Other companies such as 
Ian Mankin and Linum have 
ranges which include tradi- 
tional deck chair stripes or 
come in seaside shades. For 
finishing touches, go beach- 
combing at The White Com- 
pany which has striped cush- 
ions and accessories in bright 
blues or pebble neutrals that 
could be used inside or out- 
side to give an instant 
beachside feel.

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Creating a family-Mendly sj 


m 



A s my son’s football- 
playing has managed 
to scuff up the lawn 
.and flatten some of 
the emerging plants in my 
borders, I’ve been thinking about 
the need for a family friendly 


garden. But how can you create a 
space where you can enjoy adult 
time without tripping over 
sandpits, swings and paddling 
pools, while protecting your 
beautiful borders from the 
dreaded football? 


Award-winning garden de- 
signer and mother-of-two 
Bunny Guinness knows only 
too well the space that children 
need to play but the havoc they 
can wreak among your care- 
fully-planted flowers and 
shrubs.. 

“We seem to veer between 
extremes,” she observes. “Ei- 
ther the whole garden becomes 
merely an area to contain plas- 
tic climbing frames and the like 
that make any attempt to cre- 
ate an attractive garden impos- 
sible, or else any hint of family 
fun is banished, sacrificed to the 
cause of a garden that is purely 
for admiring.” 

It is possible to create a gar- 
den for both adults and chil- 
dren, she insists, if you follow 
some basic design principles. 
“If you can honeypot an area 
and give them their space so 
they have privacy from you and 
you from them, that always 
helps. Then if they make a mess 
then so be it. Their area may 
have a lot of tough planting, 
maybe ivy as ground cover so 


they can play among it, big bam- 
boos or shrubby willows that 
you can coppice down. Don’t 
spend a fortune on fulfilling the 
needs of one age because they 
will get bored with it quite 
quickly.” 

Take your children to other 
gardens to see what they like 
and see if you can adapt their 
ideas to their own space. 

Trampolines have become in- 
creasingly popular, but if you 
don’t want it to be a predomi- 
nant feature then sink it into the 
ground. You’ll need a mini-dig- 
ger to dig out the earth - and could 
then use that to create a mound 
around the trampoline hole and 
plant hedging around it. 

“In specifications I’ve al- 
ways allowed for a sump for 
drainage, but I’ve never had to 
put one in,” says Guinness, a 
regular on the UK’s BBC Ra- 
dio 4, ‘Gardeners’ Question 
Time’ and author of the 
bestselling Family Gardens 
(published by David & Charles, 
price £12.99/€16.50). “A 
sunken trampoline is not just

visual - it’s also safer because 
the children don’ t have as far to 
fall.” 

Sandpits are also easy to 
make by digging a hole, laying a 
permeable lining which allows 
water to drain (provided you 
have free-draining soil) and fill- 
ing it with playpit sand. It will 
be bigger and better than any 
portable sandpit and you can 
cover it with camouflage nets 
from army surplus stores when 
not in use. Put a drainable pad- 
dling pool next to the sand so the 
children can play with sand and 
water together. 

Keeping an adult area there 
will need to be rules in place, she 
says. 

“There needs to be no-go 
zones. In my front courtyard 
where I have box-edged beds, 
the children knew if the ball 
went into the beds that was it, 
it stayed there. If you have cer- 
tain ground rules they will un- 
derstand the reason why. 


“A friend of mine only lets 
her children play football in the 
winter because she has a lot of 
herbaceous plants, which are 
below ground at that time. Balls 
can cause a problem, but if you 
have room for a piece of grass 
to accommodate, say, French 
cricket, that’s great. 

“You just need to design the 
layout so that you haven’t got 
your delphiniums on top of 
your French cricket. If you 
haven’t got room then take the 
ball to the park.” 

When you are planning your 
family friendly garden, remem- 
ber that children are going to 
have different needs from one 
year to the next. Keep the gar- 
den dynamic,” she advises. 
“Don’t think that once you’ve 
designed it, that’ s it. They will 
move on and will probably be 
wanting something new each 
year.”

QUICK FIX -short 
answers to tricky questions 


Seasonal Task 

Spring clean your DIY equipment and tools by chucking out 
anything that can no longer be used or that you don’t need. 


Q: My flat has pinetongue-and-groove-type panelling on 
some of the walls and ceilings. What can I do about it? 


A: Panelling like this can look 
good in the bathroom but is a bit 
of an eyesore in other rooms. The 
easiest option is to sand it, wipe 
it clean with white spirit and 
then paint it, ensuring that you 
use a knotting solution before 
the wood primer to prevent resin 
from the knots from bleeding 
through. White is probably the 
best colour to paint it, certainly 
on ceilings. 

If you can’t stand the sight of 
the panelling for a minute 
longer, removing it is the obvi- 
ous option. The problem with 


this is that you have no idea what 
state the walls and ceilings are 
underneath. 

Even if they’re in good con- 
dition (which seems unlikely, 
otherwise why panel over 
them?), the panelling was prob- 
ably fixed in place with nails and 
glue and so removing it could 
easily damage the walls and 
ceilings. 

If you’re determined to re- 
move it, be prepared to patch 
plaster underneath, at the very 
least, or, more likely, have to get 
a plasterer in. 


Paint shouldn’t just be thrown out, though - contact your lo- 
cal council to find out how you can dispose of it safely, or give 
it to a charity. Other items, such as metal and untreated wood, 
can be recycled at your local tip. 

Lists help focus the mind. Now that DIY season is in full 
swing, clarify what you need to do and in what order by writing 
it down in a list. Exterior repairs are often most important but 
usually, of course, require fine weather and at the moment that’ s 
far from guaranteed. 


Q: I’m buying some DIY essentials: do I need a circuit 


breaker? 

A: A circuit breaker or re- 
sidual current device is a really 
important safety device when 
you’re using power tools, gar- 
den tools and the like. It protects 
the user from an electric shock 


by cutting the supply of electric- 
ity if there’s a short circuit or 
current leakage - if you cut 
through the power lead, for ex- 
ample - and it could save your 
life.

But in an ever-striving effort to 
further satisfy both visitors and ex- 
hibitors, organisers The Portugal 
News decided this year to carry out a 
survey to understand better what it is 
the afore-mentioned parties look for 
from the annual fair.

The road to recovery 



A spell in hospital can be a gruelling 
experience. We get expert advice on 
how to cope with the recovery period. 


Many people who have to be 
admitted to hospital for an illness 
or an operation think that once 
the doctor has told the ward staff 
they are well enough to go home, 
that’s it. 

But, in fact, both patient and 
their partner or family should be 
aware that this is only the start; a 
large part of the recovery begins 
at home. 

“Remember if you have been 
admitted to hospital you have 
gone through quite an experi- 
ence,” warns Dr Catti Moss, 
from the Patient Partnership 
Group of the Royal College of 
GPs . “ You may have lost blood, 
you may have had an anaesthetic 
or been given drugs you are not 
used too, you may have lost 
weight and your body may be ad- 
justing after an operation. 

“Y ou willhavebeenkeptinbed 
and in a very much slower envi- 
ronment than the world outside 


hospital. So don’t be surprised at 
how much you are affected when 
you return home.” 

She advises: “Physical activ- 
ity is very important on the road 
to recovery, but take it steady. 
For the hospital to release you to 
go home, you only need to be able 
to get out of bed yourself and walk 
up and down the ward. So when 
you get home you may find you 
are unable to be as active as you 
might like, at first. 

“However you can build this 
up very easily with a steady plan 
of gentle mobilisation, doing 
what is comfortable and gradu- 
ally increasing it. 

“Go for a walk, daily, and 
don’t worry if at first you can 
only make the garden gate. Just 
go until you begin to feel tired, 
take a rest and then walk back - 
taking little rests on the way if you 
feel you need to. Listen to what 
your body is telling you. Try and

make sure that if there’s an up- 
hill part of your walk, you do that 
bit on the way back. 

“A daily walk is an important 
part of recovery, whether you 
have had a knee operation or a gall 
bladder removed, and is a way of 
exercising safely.” 

Dr Moss says patients are of- 
ten shocked and worried by how 
weakened they have become 
when they first start trying to 
pick up their lives at home again 
but she says this is perfectly nor- 
mal and should not be a cause for 
concern, as long as there is a 
steady improvement in fitness. 

She adds: “Before the hospi- 
tal admission you may have been 
very fit and active and be shocked 
by how weak you feel. Most 
people will find they get breath- 
less - even if their condition has 
not involved their heart or lungs. 

“But if you have had an anaes- 
thetic, this will have an effect, if 
you have lost blood this will also 
have weakened you and that’s 
before you consider the time you 
have spent in bed. If you have been 
operated on, your body has taken

Dr Moss says patients 
shouldn’t always rely on the 
hospital to relay relevant infor- 
mation to their GP; he or she may 
not be aware of any changes in 
medication that need to be moni- 
tored. “Always get an appoint- 
ment with your GP to discuss 
what’ s happened, as soon as you 
feel well enough,” she says. 

Hospital food is a running j oke, 
so it’s no surprise that although 
ward patients are pretty inactive 
many of them find they have lost 
weight. “Food portions are small 
and often people don’t feel like 
eating, or don’t feel like eating 
what is on offer,” says Dr Moss. 


an extra knocking and will be try- 
ing to adjust. 

“So take things gently, don’t 
push yourself too hard but do a 
little more every day and slowly 
and steadily you will see your 
strength return.” 

She says it is both the fittest 
and the laziest people who find 
recovery the hardest - the former 
by pushing themselves too far 
too fast, and the latter by allow- 
ing themselves the excuse of stay- 
ing a couch potato too long. 

Most patients will have been 
given some form of drugs while 
in hospital and many are sur- 
prised that they find it hard to 
sleep when they return home. 
This may be because they have 
had sleeping pills while on a 
ward, says Dr Moss. After a few 
nights the body should readjust 
and the natural sleeping pattern 
resume. 

Other patients may be having

“When you get home make 
sure you have good nutrition 
and eat more fruit and vegeta- 
bles. It is more important to do 
this than to take vitamin pills, 
and if you are eating a proper 
diet you shouldn’t need them. 
You may possibly be anaemic 
and in need of iron if you have 
lost blood, but that is something 
to ask your GP about rather 
than self-medicate.” 

One benefit of a hospital stay 
is that smokers may have got out 
of the habit, she says, so why not 
use it as a good way to kick start 
a new smoke-free life? 

Although the hospital will 
usually tell you how much recov- 
ery time you should allow your- 
self before returning to work. Dr. 
Moss says each person is differ- 
ent and if you really don’t feel 
well or fit enough you should talk 


to your GP before forcing your- 
self back into the workplace. 

In addition, says Dr Moss, 
some people can suffer depres- 
sion as a result of what they have 
gone through, and this also needs 
a GP’s attention. “Emotionally, 
reactions to going into hospital 
can be quite complex. If you don’ t 
feel you are improving, have con- 
cerns or are not enj oying life again 
as you think you should, go and 
see your doctor.” 

And watch out if you have 
ever been called a perfectionist in 
the past. Dr Moss says it is those 
who set themselves high stand- 
ards who will struggle with relax- 
ing into a recovery period, and 
who run the risk of over-doing it 
and setting themselves back. 

So take it steady, and allow 
your body to set the pace.

Nature’ s way to sooth coughing 



Popular cough medicines have, effectively, been banned for youngsters under the age of two 
in the UK amid safety fears, while only pharmacists can sell products for children up to six. 
Here are some alternatives, some of which are traditional remedies. 


Parents woken yet again by a 
toddler’ s troublesome cough may 
be cursing - and confused by - the 
recent decision to limit the avail- 
ability of over-the-counter syrups 
and mixtures in the UK. 

But the move is welcomed by 
some doctors and specialists 
doubtful of the effectiveness of 
cough mixtures, and one side ef- 
fect may be a return by parents to 
old-fashionedremedies. 

Specialist Dr J ohn Henderson, 
Reader in Paediatric Respiratory 
Medicine at Bristol University, 
and a consultant at Bristol Chil- 
dren’ s Hospital says: “Parents in 
general regard a cough in a child as 
a ‘bad’ thing - obviously because 
a cough disturbs a child’s sleep 
and the parent has to check and 
comfort them. So many parents 
automatically turn to cough mix- 
ture.” 

In fact, he says, a cough 
shouldn’tbe suppressed because 
it is the body’s natural response 
to an inflammation. “If you could 
get a cough mixture that com- 
pletely suppressed a cough it 
could be harmful as it is part of the 


body’s normal defences against 
the development of more serious 
conditions such as pneumonia.” 
And he points out reassuringly: 
“Normally and in the vast maj or- 
ity of cases, a cough is a self-limit- 
ing condition which will sort itself 
out generally within a few days.” 

He advised parents to consult 
a GP if they are concerned, par- 
ticularly if the child is unwell or 
has difficulty breathing as well as 
coughing; a child’s cough persists 
for several weeks ; and/or there is 
obvious sign of infection such as 
green or yellow mucus discharge 
and/or other symptoms such as a 
temperature or complicating fac- 
tors such as a tendency to asthma 
or other conditions. 

Holistic practitioner Dr John 
Briffa says: “There has been an 
unwelcome tendency over the 
years for people generally to seek 
a medical solution for every ail- 
ment no matter how minor. 

“This is often unnecessary and 
we are discovering that this was 
not always wise, hence the current 
more restricted approach to pre- 
scribing antibiotics.” 


Dr. Briffa, author of Natural 
Healthfor Kids (Penguin£14.99/ 
€18.85) pointed out that children 
who seem more prone to coughs, 
colds and congestion may have a 
sensitivity to dairy food. “If this 
is the case it can lead to an increase 
in mucus production. Parents 
could seek guidance from a nutri- 
tionist.” 

We’ve asked other experts for 
advice on dealing with toddlers 
and children’ s coughs. 

HERE IS WHAT THEY SAID : 

GP Dr Paul Stillman says: “Par- 
ents can give paracetamol and 
ibuprofen medicines to help re- 
duce temperature if a child’ s un- 
comfortably hot. This can be help- 
ful and once a child feels cooler and 
better he or she will probably 
drink more which is important so 
they don’t dehydrate. 

“Vapour rubs and simple 
cough mixtures such as glycerol, 
honey or lemon may be soothing 
temporarily for children under 
two.” 

::FURTHERGUIDANCE 

Pure honey should not be given 
to children under one, but medi- 


cines containing it are safe as they 
contain a processed version. 

For young babies, who are hav- 
ing difficulty feeding, nasal saline 
drops are recommended to help 
thin and clear nasal secretions. 
Vapour rubs and inhalant decon- 
gestants, which can be applied to 
a child ’ s clothing, can also be used 
to provide relief from a stuffy nose. 

Parents who have concerns 
about a cough should always seek 
advice from a doctor. 

Laura O’ Flynn, health visitor 
advisor for online networking site 
for parents Netmums.com ad- 
vises on other ways to minimise a 
troublesome cough: “Sometimes 
I find a toddler’s cough is being 
exacerbated by its inhaling ciga- 
rette smoke because the parent is 
a smoker. Parents should try to at 
least reduce and if possible totally 
prevent a child’ s exposure to pas- 
sive smoking.” 

She also believes steam may 
help open up a child’s airways, 
blocked because of catarrh and 
mucus, which may in turn reduce 
coughing. “Mum could keep the 
windows closed in the kitchen

while she’ s cooking to allow steam 
to build up in there, which can 
moisten the air.

She also suggests putting wet 
towels on central heating radiators 
to increase humidity in the atmos- 
phere and raising by up to 45% 
the head of a cot or bed by putting 
a couple of books under the two 
top bed or cot legs. This may help 
if the baby is congested so it sleeps 
in a slightly raised position but 
O’Flynn stresses the mattress 
should ALWA Y S remain flat and 
never be raised.

The ship’s tannoy crackled into life and a sense of anticipation filled 
the cabin. It was not yet Sam, but this was to become the defining 
moment of the day. 



Clanking anchor chains had 
signalled our arrival at a new port. 
Now the reassuring yet authori- 
tative voice of Captain David 
Warden-Owen, with his trade- 
mark slow delivery, proceeded to 
tell us where we were, how we got 
there, what the weather was like 
and what would happen next. 

It would not be long before the 
impossibly youthful cruise direc- 
tor, Neil Horrocks, whose ready 
quips included the one about him 
being born at a very early age. 


came on air with concise instruc- 
tions to passengers booked on 
shore excursions. 

After a few days, we could 
barely contemplate leaving the 
cabin without this cheery wake- 
up call. We were aware of the itin- 
erary across the Aegean Sea on 
our ship, the Spirit of Adventure, 
owned by Saga Holidays, but it 
was strangely comforting to have 
the scene set each day. 

Not that the announcements 
varied wildly. “Welcome to the 
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beautiful island of....” and 
“Gather in the main lounge at 9am 
for tour one” became familiar 
phrases throughout the two- 
week cruise in these sun-soaked 
waters. 

With a total of 6,000 Greek 
islands to choose from, a small- 
ish cruise ship like the Spirit lets 
you experience as many in a fort- 
night as you might see in a decade 
of ‘normal’ holidays. 

Our route took in seven is- 
lands - plus the sights of Athens, 
two fascinating small towns on 
the mainland and the unforgetta- 
ble Corinth Canal. 

Carrying just 350 passengers 
and with a draught of less than 
five metres. Spirit of Adventure 
is slender enough to berth in many 
small ports in the Aegean that are 
out of bounds to bigger ‘floating 
hotels’. 

That’s not the only benefit. 
The ship - with a minimum age 
limit for passengers of 21, de- 
spite Saga ownership - offers 
superb service fromits ever-smil- 
ing Filipino crew (there’ s no tip- 
ping) and impeccably maintained 
accommodation. 

The 206 cabins range from 
standard inside cabins, to suites 
with a lounge area. Public rooms 
include the library, with well- 
stocked bookshelves, board 
games, reading areas and internet 
facilities. Two restaurants serve 
excellent food and bars charge 
incredibly low prices. 

There’s also a choice of free 
excursions on every shore visit, 
as well as some additional trips, 
often taking in a whole day on an 
island, with coach, guide, admis- 
sions fees and lunch charged at 
£30-£50 (€38-€63) per person. 
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Poor cruise director Neil, a 
former bank worker from the sea- 
side town of Littlehampton, 
whose multiple talents included 
singing while playing piano and 
guitar, had the unenviable task of 
corralling 300 passengers into 
orderly groups departing at regu- 
lar intervals for tours. 

It was usually later in the day 
when our silver-haired skipper, 
his ‘full set’ of whiskers immacu- 
lately coiffed, walked the decks 
in his whiter-than- white uniform 
to exchange pleasantries. 

Captain Warden-Owen, who 
grew up on Anglesey and comes 
from a long line of seafarers, 
hosted the obligatory cocktail 


party and often appeared at ‘the 
captain’s table’ in the main res- 
taurant. 

Honoured with an invitation 
to join his table one evening, my 
wife and I enjoyed his company 
and forgave him when he left af- 
ter the main course with the fee- 
ble excuse that it was time to set 
sail. 

We joined the ship in Istanbul 
after a memorable coach j ourney 
from the city’s airport in Asia, 
across the Bosphorus Bridge into 
Europe, and through the teeming 
streets of this historic capital. 

An initial day of gentle cruis- 
ing in the Sea of Marmara and the 
Dardanelles strait took in a view 


of the Gallipoli monument and a 
pod of dolphins. 

Once into the sparkling

Our tour guide explained the 
story of Sappho, whose poems 
focussed on relationships be- 
tween women and spawned the 
words lesbian and sapphic. The 
jury is still out on whether 
Sappho herself crossed the 
boundary between platonic and 
physical affection. 


On Rhodes, possibly the sun- 
niest place in Europe with an av- 
erage 300 days of sunshine a year, 
a walking tour through the his- 
toric Old Town, with its twist- 
ing alleyways and mix of Byzan- 
tine, Turkish and Latin architec- 
ture, took us to a host of ruins 
including the must-see Palace of 
the Grand Masters, built by the 
Knights of St John in the 14th 
century. 

Next came Crete, largest island 
in Greece, where the ship berthed 


The tiny uninhabited island of 
Delos in the Cyclades does not, 
on the face of it, appear to be a 
potential calling place for a cruise 
ship. But a passenger told me it 
was her lifetime ’ s ambition to set 
foot on Delos because of its place 
in legend (the birthplace of 
Apollo) and history (Ionian). 

Unfortunately a strong wind 
blew up as we anchored in prepa- 
ration for passengers to go ashore 
by tenders. Captain David had to 
make the only negative an-

It was then on to the island of 
Kos, which has spectacular sandy 
beaches and some of the most in- 
teresting archaeological sites of 
the whole Mediterranean region. 
The highlight of our excursion 
was a visit to the Asclepion 
(named after Asclepius the god 
of healing), once an important 
centre of healing. 

Dating from the 4th century 
B C but excavated from a wilder- 
ness only 100 years ago, this 
magnificent relic on a terraced 
hillside has breathtaking views 
over the Aegean. 


in the busy capital of Heraklion 
(named after Hercules), handily 
placed for a trip to the ruined 
Palace of Knossos, built by the 
Minoans in around 1 900BC. The 
Minotaur, a half-man, half-bull 
creature, roamed the palace’s 
labyrinth until it was slain by 
Theseus. 

A stop in the lovely Aegean 
seaside town of Nauplion, the 
first capital of Greece after inde- 
pendence, was followed by a day 
in Athens where we ticked off all 
the sights, including the stunning 
Acropolis. 


nouncement of the whole cruise 
- the sea was too bumpy for com- 
fort, so the visit was cancelled. 

Conditions were still turbulent 
in Mykonos, famed around the 
world for its cosmopolitan at- 
mosphere and lively nightlife. We 
went ashore to explore Mykonos 
T own’ s charming little streets of 
whitewashed houses, tiny bou- 
tiques and numerous restaurants. 

Thankfully all was calm the 
next day as we dropped anchor 
under the steep black cliffs of 
volcanic Santorini where an erup- 
tion in 1650 BC, culminating in 
one of the biggest explosions in 
the history of the planet, caused 
the centre of the island to collapse 
into a massive crater that was 
filled by the sea. 

Further eruptions have contin- 
ued to ravage Santorini and in 
1956 a major earthquake killed 
scores of people. Our guide may 
not have been joking when he 
said: “An eruption is not in- 
cluded on this tour.” 

As the coach twisted its way 
up helter-skelter roads with fan- 
tastic panoramas laid out beneath

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US, the guide told us that 
Santorini, which had no electric- 
ity until 1975, exports two mil- 
lion pumice stones a year. Its 
clean water is so prized that it’ s 
cheaper to wash your car with the 
produce of one of the island’ s nine 
wineries. 

Cunning developers here 
know they can avoid taxes by 
building a church. They even 
build hotels with a church tacked 
on one side, resulting in 900 
churches on one small island. If 
you have to see just one Aegean 
island, make it this one. 

Next came a day in the fasci- 
nating Peloponnese town of 
Monemvasia, often called the 
Gibraltar of Greece, and time to 
explore the massive walled for- 
tress that once housed 50,000 
Byzantine Greeks. 


To reach Rome, Spirit of Ad- 
venture was towed by tugs 
through the Corinth Canal, the 
four-mile waterway which was 
scoured through the isthmus link- 
ing the Peleponnese peninsula to 
the rest of the Greek mainland. 

Only three metres separated 
the ship from the vertical cliffs 
that form the sides of the canal as 
our captain, broadcasting to 
decks crowded with camera-tot- 
ing passengers, described how a 
previous British cruise ship 
emerged badly damaged after 
scraping the sides. Needless to 
say, we emerged intact, exhila- 
rated, and flushed with our own 
Spirit of Adventure.

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New Law on potentially 
dangerous breeds 



Published last 1 4th April on Diario da Republica 
Decree Law 1 081 9/2008 - Prohibition on the 
reproduction of potentially dangerous dog breeds. 


Due to recent events related to 
attacks by potentially dangerous 
dog breeds, a new Decree-Law 
was published last 14th April in 
Diario da Republica (Republic 


Daily Newspaper), deter- 
mining the prohibition of re- 
^ production or breeding of any 
vicious and potentially dan- 
gerous dogs constant on the leg- 
islation’s list, including the 
cross breeds with these 
deemed as highly dangerous 
animals. Equally, it is prohib- 
ited the entrance in national terri- 
tory, either by purchase, offer or 
direct exchange of the breeds 
constant in the aforesaid banned 
dogs list. 

W ith this new potentially dan- 
gerous dog law, legislators have 
put an emphasis on owner respon- 


sibility to have dogs spayed or 
neutered. The intent is to activity 
reduce the number of dog attacks 
caused by these dogs. Usually, 
when countries tout breed spe- 
cific legislations, it is in direct re- 
sponse to well-publicized inci- 
dents of people being bitten or 
mauledbyadog. 

Any person who shall violate 
any of the provisions of this law 
shall, upon conviction thereof, be 
deemed guilty of a violation pun- 
ishable by law. 

The prohibition of the breed- 
ing of dangerous dogs, is for their 
own protection as well as ours.

Art wise we live in a remark- 
able age. It could be said that never 
before has there been so great an 
interest in art. Never before has 
the interest in art investment been 
so great. Never before has art been 
considered so important a part of 
education and never before have 
there been so many artists, art 
students and collectors. It is said 
not only that man cannot live by 
bread alone but that he cannot live 
without art. How can this be 
when the truth is that a painting 
has no intrinsic value? It is a 
luxury commodity purchased, 
like gold or precious jewels, for 
its obvious beauty, its accepted 
international value as currency, 
or both. Perhaps it is simply be- 
cause man can live with very lit- 
tle money but he cannot live in a 
world devoid of beauty. 

The great public galleries and 
private collections are the Fort 
Knoxes of fine art. Their con- 
tents, unseen by the vast major- 
ity of the world’s population, 
control the price of art just as 
surely as the value of money is 
governed by those hoards of gold. 
In a utopian world all the Fort 
Knoxes, of gold or art, would be 
abolished. The gold would be 
used for filhng teeth and the paint- 
ings given away, one to every 
family. One good painting in a 
mans home would do more for 


him (and art) than the many thou- 
sands hidden away and gathering 
dust in the vaults of the great 
public galleries of the world. The 
true value of fine art is a private 
and personal affair between the 
painting and the beholder 
whether his heart quickens at the 
perceived sight of euro signs 
emanating from the canvas or the 
eyes moisten at the pure and ex- 
quisitely unique beauty cap- 
tured thereon. 

The desire to collect fine art 
is very old. The Greeks and Ro- 
mans practiced it. In medieval 
times it was restricted to kings 
and noblemen with sufficient 
means to patronise artists by 
commissioning works, mostly 
of a religious nature, more for 
adorning tombs than hanging on 
the walls of family homes. 

Following the high renais- 
sance of the 15'V16‘'’ century, 
viewed as the greatest explosion 
of creative genius in history, and 
the B aroque and Rococo periods 
of the 16“' and 17'“ century fine 
art became much more accessi- 
ble to the public in general and 
its acquisition and collection of 
ever increasing importance up to 
this very day. 

Over the next few weeks I will 
be taking you on a journey span- 
ning over 200 years, from the 
neo-classicism, romanticism.

Kemp took the lead role; in a rather lucrative move from the BBC over to 
ITV for this starring vehicle, playing the hard-boiled Staff Sergeant Henno Garvey, one 
of only small number of characters that survived to the final series. However, the perils 
of warfare weren’t to blame for the missing team members, as most of the cast departed 
alongside co-creator Chris Ryan at the end of the second season, marking the beginning 
of a more action-orientated angle for the show. So it is that this episode from the middle 
of the fourth and final series should do more to satisfy viewers looking for impressive 
action sets and an over-generous body count rather than character development and 
finely honed dialogue. Red Troop are teamed up with US special forces when they go 
on the hunt for a suspected terrorist in the White Mountains of Afghanistan. However, 
things get complicated when their target flees across the border into Pakistan — a country 
neither group are permitted to operate in.

In his hands 

A friend recently told me 
about how much he enj oyed his 
one and only experience sky- 
diving. He had saved for it and 
splurged on fulfilling this long 
time dream. The initial intense 
fear followed by the adrenaline 
rush exceeded his anticipation. 
He loved it! 

I doubt that skydiving is 
something I will ever do. For 
me it is more of a nightmare than 
a dream. However, in life, as in 
skydiving, the crux of the mat- 
ter is trust. Whom should we 
trust? We all place our trust in 
someone or something count- 
less times a day whether we 
realize it or not. Weputourlives 
into the pilot’s hands every 
time we fly. We put our lives in 
the surgeon’s hands when our 
health depends on it. When we 
drive, when we consume food 
or medication, when we enter a 
new relationship, when we 
start anew job, trust is involved 
in each of these and in almost 
every other worthwhile pur- 
suit. As believers we realize 
that we are not in control of our 
destinies or our lives.

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Few surprises in Portugal’s Euro squad 




Portugal national football team manager 
Luiz Felipe Scolari this week announced 
the 23 players for the Euro 2008 he and 
the rest of the country hopes will be able to 
go one better, this summer, than they did 
at the 2004 tournament hosted here in 
Portugal. 


The biggest surprises on the 
list were the non-inclusion of 
Inter Milan midfielder Maniche, 
who was Portugal’s top scorer 
at both the European 
Championships in 2004 and the 
2006 World Cup in Germany.

UEFA is to evaluate if FC 
Porto is allowed to enter 
next Champion League’s 
competition after corruption 
charges brought against the 
club in Portugal resulted in 
the club being docked six 
points. UEFA will only make 
their decision after they 
receive the FPF 
(Portuguese Football 
Federation) list of 
Portuguese clubs qualified 
for the European 
competitions, which is 
expected to include the club 
from Oporto. 

A spokesman for UEFA 
acknowledged that they were 
aware of FC Porto’s two 
corruption charges and said 
they can only evaluate the 
inclusion in the competition 
after they receive the list from 
the FPF. 

What makes their enrolment 
uncertain is the rule that states 
if a club has been involved in 
any activity related to influence 
the outcome of a game, national 
or international, it cannot enrol 
in the Champions League. 

FC Porto were penalised 
€150,000 and lost six points. 
They did not appeal, which in 
some quarters is seen as a 
position that could damage their 
case with UEFA, should the 
European football body rule 
against the club, which ended 20 
points ahead of second-placed 
Sporting.
